The Soviet Foreign Commissar, 
M. Molotov, has turned down 
a protest launched by British 
and American newspapers and 
Radio correspondent against 
Soviet censorship, it was dis- 
closed today. 

M. Molotov, in his reply con- 
veyed verbally by an official of 
the Soviet Foreign Office Press 
Department, said that he found 
the protest “in general not 
smid“ and he did not “find it 
necessary to give it considera- 
tion.” 

The protest which was ad- 
dressed to M. Molotov by the 
Anglo-American Correspondents” 
Association in Mascow read as 
follows: “Nox that the war is 
over, the Sovtet Union is the 
only one of the Great Allied 
Powers which retains the 
strict wartime censorship of 
news written by foreign cor- 
respondents, 

"Throughout the war, foreign 
correspon dinta never objected to 
censorship exercised for pur- 
poses of military security. But 
in peacetime the censorship of 
all dispatches relaling not only 
to milltary affairs but to poli- 
ties, cconomics, cultural af- 
fairs and every aspect of life 
in the Soviet Union destroys 
the value of the foreign cor- 
respondents in the free world, 
and has created the general 
distrust abroad of all news 
emanating from the Soviet 
Tnion. $

Ae re- 
mains the national idol, and in 
addition he has heen offercd a 
chance to govern in democratic 
forms. The Sociutst-M, R. P. 
coaiiiion ts strong enough to 
write a new constititian and to 
carry France through the dith- 
eulc reconstruction verica, The 
question is what will come ai- 
ter that, and that question 
turns to some ecxient on the 
fate of the Socialist Party, now 
one of the two main props of 
Lhe Government ecaalition. 

Since the municipal ctections 
last spring, wien tac Commu- 
risls polled three limes as 
many votes in the Paris area 
as their Soeliist rivals, and 
seored similar Suceesses 
taroughont the other indus'rial 
regions. js has become obvious 
thet the Socialists nave lost 
eontrol over the industrial 
working class. As a resul: some 
seventy per cent of the French 
irads unions are now in eect 
run by the Cammunists, a faet 
which found notae express- 
ion at fhe recent invernational 
trade union conference in Pa- 
ris. In the trade unjon world 
ai least, the Franco-Spvtet tie- 
up is a fact and the “battle of 
the bloc © bas been los, by the 
Sovialists with their “Western” 
orientation. This is one of the 
biggest fauls in French tand 
British) politics today. It is al- 
go one of the least discussed — 


at least publicly The question 
of tha moment is whether this 
trend can be reversed, and that 
means whether control of tie 
working class can be wrested 
from the Communists. 

The fact is tha: despiie their 
strong strategic position witain 
the Government coalition the 
Socialist lcuders are pny no 
means happy. They are not. ai- 
together confident that General 
de Gaulle may not develop uu- 
thoritariun tendencies; they ara 
willing to cooperate with’ the 
Mart. and to drop tne old 
anti-clerical issue, but they 
cannot, forget that in Germany, 
Austria and Belgium the expe- 
riment of Socialisiic-Catasiig 
cooperation has regularity end- 
ed in fuijiure and, in che case 
of Austria, in civil war. They 
are deeply attached to Purp- 
pean vaiueg amd to the idea of 
a European federation, put fear- 
ful of facing ihe Communist on- 
slaught which will inevitably 
davelop if they come out in fu- 
your of the “Western Hloe.” 
Above all ihey are desperately 
afraid of being syucezed ont be- 
tween the Communists and the 
MR.P., for while the Commun- 
istas are working overtime to 
split away ihe remainder of the 
Socialist left wing by gpurious 
alters of “prolevarian unity,” 
the MEP. is trying to atiract 
tie important Catholic element 
in the Socialist Parly and to 
group all Catholic workers in 
trade unions under its own con- 
trol, Only the old Radical foal- 
lowing of staunchly Republican 
‘peasants, arlisans, shopkeepers, 
small olficiats end white-collar 
workers can be counted on to 
stay faithful. htdeed ti is per- 
haps no great exaggeration to 
say that the Socialist Party to- 
day is little but the old Radical 
Party under a new name. Jn 
French politics, where nothing 
is wait iL seems to be, such 
transformations are net un- 
common, . 


A Fresh Start 


Despite these storm signals 
the Fourth Republie staris un- 
der comparalively happy aus- 
pices. if the resistance move- 
ment as such hus failed to 
make much of a political show- 
ing, the parties most closely 
associated with it have won the 
confidence of the eiectors and 
all bu; swept their opponents 
off the field. A start nas been 
made -under cireumslances 
which will give the Government 
a chance to speed up France's 
long dclayed molernization. 
Tne real seeret of Lhe futility 
of the Third Repubiic in iis 
last stage was not the financial 
stranglehold of the “two nun- 
dred families” but the privi- 
lezed position of the iwo mil- 
lion fumifies of small renticrs 
represenied by the Radical 
Party. From now on France 
will no longer be prevented, 
in the mame of “social Daiance 
between town and countryside,” 
from catching up wilh her 
neighbours im the industrial 
field, and with greater wealth 
and praductiveness wili come a 
revival of sovial life and a 
ciearing out of many Augean 
stables. 

France is still weak, but she 
has just asserted her cefermina- 
tion not ie sink into an ever 
more hopeless morass under 
the leadership of the men who 
curried her over ine irink im 
1940, General Franco wili iopk 
in vain across the Pyrenees fur 
a hejping hand and ray in due 
course have to modify his own 
system of rule. The old France, 
with its superannuated division 
of parties inilo clerisals and 
anti-clerieals, is gone. ‘The new 
France, which must become one 
of the two main pillars of a 
reorganized Europe, is just tak- 
ing shape.

Fimelly the desired article may 
appear. Then there is more 
waiting hefore the sale is con- 
summated.
